The La Crosse relief train look­ 
ed like an unspent million dollars 
when it arrived at Black River Falls 
at 6:15 Saturday evening. 
Mayor John 
Dengler was Santa 
Claus. 
His Honor “ peeled his coat,’’ and 
working in his shirt sleeves, person­ 
ally distributed food to one hundred 
hungry families. 
La Crosse xvas the first large ci­ 
ty to get supplies into the stricken 
city, and the La Crosse car xvas th*- 
first sign of relief excepting a wa­ 
gon load of food from Alma Center.

Europe Holds Its Breath,
